— Feischbien, George C. Daniels, and William Hudson,
be and they are hereby appointed comipissioners, under
the direction of a majority of whom, subscriptions may be
received to the capital stock of the Plymouth and Sauk-
ville Plank and Turnpike Road Company, are herchby in-
corporated, and they may cause books to be opened at such
times and places as they shall direct for the parpose of re-
ceiving subscriptions to the capital stock of said company,
first giving thirty days’ notice of the times and places of
taking such subscriptions, by publishing the same in one
or more newspapers printed in the counties of Sheboygan
or Wachington.

They shall have power to regulate tolls, to muke sneh cov-
enants, contraciz, and agrecuents with any person or per-
gons, or body politic whatever, as the execution and man-
agement of the works and the convenience and interest of
the company may require, and in general to superintend
and direct all the operationg, receipts, disburseinents, and
other proceedings of the company. The commissioners
until the directors are chosen shallissue certificates to each
stockbolder for the number of shares he or she shall sub-
scribe for or hold in said corporation, signcd by the presi-
dent and countersigned hy the secretary, subject to all the
payments duc and to become due thercon, which stock shall
be transferable in person or by atiorney, executors, ad-
ministratore, guardians, or trustees, under such regulations
as may be provided by the by-laws of said company.

Skc. 6. The said company shall have power to locate
and construct a single or double track piank or turnpike
road from the town and village of Plymouth, in Sheboy-
gan couuty, to the village of Saukville, in Washington
county, and they shall have power to crect all such toll
houses, bridges, and other works and appendages as may
be necessary for the convenience of said company in the
use of said road. The directors shall exercise all powem
conferred on them by law ; shzll audit and pay all accounts;
give and receive all such receipts and discharges of debs
s shall be deemed Lest for the interest of said company
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fix the compeasation and salary of the officers they -

may appoint; and meet at such times and places as
they may prescribe in the by-laws to be enacted by
them.  They may appoint and remove all oflicers at

go sunnnored do not attend, the said sheriff or consta-
